The charges against Daley 

Wilfred Daley, a West Andover law yer, 1s 
Suspected to have stolen $423,000 by. writing 
out league checks to himself, as well as by 
using the league’s debit card for personal pur- 
chases, according to the district attorney's 
office. 

After a Billerica sporting goods store com- 
plained about not receiving payment from the 
league, Tewksbury police and the Middlesex 
District Attorney’s office began an investigation 
of league finances in March. 

Daley, 58, was indicted by a grand jury on | 
Dec. 13 and charged with two counts of larceny | 
over $250. 

He is suspected to have stolen the funds | 
from the league between 2002 and 2006 

Sean Hoffman, Andover youth baseball pres- 
ident who has served for four years, said that 
while he did not know Daley personally, he had 
met him three times previously at Little League 
meetings, as Daley was also an elected district 
administrator for Little League’s District 14 of 
Massachusetts. 

“Fred had been around a long time.” said 
Hoffman. 

According to Downs, Daley served as dis- 
trict administrator from 1983 to 1992, and again 
from February 2003 until April 2006. 

Hoffman said Daley’s wife served as treasur- 
er of the Tewksbury league for a period. 

According to the Middlesex District Attor- 
ney’s office, only Daley faces charges as a result 
of the eight-month investigation leading up to 
his indictment last week. 

“At this point, he’s the only one charged,” 
said spokeswoman Emily LaGrassa. 

As district administrator, Daley acted as the 
liaison between Little League headquarters and 
20 area leagues; had the authority to call meet- 
ings and designate sites for district tournaments: 
as well as nominate umpires for upper-level 
tournaments. 

According to Little League’s Web site, “the 
District Administrator's primary consideration 
must always be gauged towards the best inter- 
ests of Little League Baseball.”

federal funds, conspiracy and 
money laundering in connection 
with a scheme involving a non- 
profit group that funded little 
league baseball. 

Gonzalez was accused of 
stealing $423,000 between 1999 
and 2004 through taking advan- 


ing state grants toward three non- 
profit organizations, including 
Pathways for Youth, formerly 
known as the Boys’ Athletic 
League, whose executive director 
Was an associate of Gonzalez’s 
also indicted in the scheme. 

The four other cases involving 
ex-little league executives: 

CALIFORNIA - Former West 
Side Little League president 
Stacy Blevins was ordered by a 
superior court on Dec. 12 to repay 
the $17,953 she stole from the 
league between Jan. 2003 and 
May 2004. Blevins, who had 
pleaded guilty to embezzlement 
in October and was sentenced to 
10 months in jail on Nov. 17., 
wrote league checks to herself 
and then deposited them in her 
personal account, and also wrote 
league checks to department and 
grocery stores for personal pur- 
chases.

“If you put something up that 
is obviously vandalism, we're 
going to catch it right away,” he 
said. 

Mark Ranalli, CEO of 
Andover-based Helium.com, a 
site that offers both user-gener- 
ated and user-evaluated content 
with a rating system, said that 
part of Wikipedia's problem is 
that it tries to represent itself as 
an encyclopedia. 

“It’s both a positive and a 
negative that you're seeing,” 
Ranalli said, noting that while 
content can be altered inappro- 
priately or inaccurately, in

SK ANY OF THE 150 or so performers 
from Dance Prism when their holi- 
day season begins, most would prob- 

ably tell you sometime around last Sunday

School groups make their case for 2007

School Improvement Plans for next year look to restore earlier cuts, add innovative programs 


By April Guilmet 
RINCIPALS, TEACHERS AND PARENTS from Andover’s 
elementary and middle schools presented their 
School Improvement Plans to the School Commit- 

tee on Tuesday, Dec. 12 - each hoping that the upcoming 

school year may bring smaller 

classrooms, additional staff and 

bigger budgets, among other 

things

sus IS certain 
getting too large 

“Class size can impact stu- . 
dent performance,” said Chris- 
tine Rogers of High Plain Ele- 
mentary School. She added that 
South Elementary School cur- 
rently has four first-grade teach- 
ers and will need another one 
next year, when 102 first-graders 
are expected. 

Physical education was also of concern in the ele- 
mentary schools. Although the classes have been cut 
back a great deal in the past several years due to budget 
cuts, the goal is to restore physical education classes to 
45 minutes, twice a week. This was already done last 
year for some of the fifth-grade classes in the district. 

Since 2003, the school budgets have been reduced by 
$391.945. School officials said they hoped this could 
somehow be reinstated. 

Last but not least, representatives of the district's six 
elementary schools said they all had staffing needs of 
some sort. In years past, there’s been a reduction in assis- 
tant principals, media specialists, physical education 
teachers, custodians, music teachers and more. 

School Committee member Richard Collins said he 
supported the requests, but the solution is not so simple. 

“We only get so much money from the town. And if 
we do this, the money may have to be cut from other 
programs,” Collins said. He acknowledged that the 
School Committee has had “a very serious problem 
meeting the needs of our schools.” 

“But I’m willing to fight,” he emphasized. 

Fellow committee member Deb Silberstein agreed, 
saying she expected this year to be harder than last year. 

“And we've focused a lot on providing state aid,” she 
added. She said a survey will be sent to all elementary 
parents in the near future, looking at the classroom size 
policy. 

“Its a complicated challenge — especially since stu- 
dents only go through the school systems once.” said Art

rated into the program. “This kind of input is so 
valuable, Barber said. “Its great to hear from 
the students, what’s working for them.” 

Denise Holmes, West Middle School princi- 
pal, praised the past year’s additions of engi- 
neering teacher Dan Miley and the reinstate- 
ment of the school’s librarian, but spoke of the 
need for a revised team structure. 

“Right now, there’s a three- or four-person 
team (of teachers) for each grade level,” 
Holmes said. She added that, while there is 
always a teacher available for math, science 
and language arts, sometimes there is only one 
social studies teacher, who must be shared. 
“Social studies often feels like an orphaned 
area, Holmes said. She added that social stud- 
ies department meetings are often sparsely 
attended — and due to the teacher shortage, 
often teachers in other subjects have to pick up 
some social studies classes. 

Her solution is the “School Within a 
School” model, where the students and teach- 
ers move through three grades on the same 
team. She added that a certified social studies 
teacher is most crucial in eighth grade, when 
US history lessons begin. 

As with the elementary schools, other mid- 
dle-school requests included additional staffing, 
and restoring some of the eliminated positions. 


“The needs are great across the middle-school 
level,” Holmes said. Among the staffing needs 
she noted is the need for more speech and lan- 
guage pathologist hours. More than one princi- 
pal also spoke of the desire to bring back some 
music teachers. 

Also brought to the table were issues such as 
improving the school climate by building diver- 
sity awareness and discouraging bullying: more 
recognition for students who excel in ways 
other than the honor roll; and the need to 
adhere to emergency procedures across the dis- 
trict. 

Bruce Maki, principal of Doherty Middle 
School, said he hoped to improve traffic safety 
surrounding the school. Last year, he spoke 
with selectmen and succeeded in making the 
road behind the school a one-way street. He 
hopes to build a cut-in on Bartlet Street to free 
up traffic. “Now, when people stop their cars, 
they're in the middle of the road,” Maki said. 
He also hopes to bring innovative programs, 
such as engineering, to Doherty. 

All five School Committee members 
approved the plans for consideration. “We live 


in different times today and sometimes we have 
to change very quickly,” Bach said. “ So I think 
there will definitely be some readjusting in our 
thinking as these schools come forward.”

Pike School hosts 
author Jack Gantos

TUDENTS AT THE PIKE 
SCHOOL were treated to an 
all-day visit earlier this 
month by author Jack Gantos. 
Known to students of all ages, 
Gantos has written more than 40 
books. 

His much-loved Rotten Ralph, 
the frenetic red cat renowned for 
his naughtiness, delights preread- 
ers and new readers in Lower 
School. 

Popular with Middle Schoolers 
are his novels about Joey Pigza 
and John Henry; the former nar- 
rated in the first person by Pigza, a 
hyperactive boy with an attention 
disorder, and the latter an incarna- 
tion of the young Gantos, whose 
early journals provide most of the 
hilarious misadventures. 
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Upper Schoolers and young 
adults meet Gantos through his 
newest novels The Love Curse of 
the Rumbaughs, Desire Lines, and 
Hole in My Life, in which he 
addresses topics such as homo- 
phobia and incarceration. 

Gantos has taught courses in 
children’s book writing and chil- 
dren’s literature, developing the 
master’s degree program in chil- 
dren’s book writing at Emerson 
College and the Vermont College 
MFA program for children’s book 
writers.

sense of wit and timing rivaling 
any of the best stand-up comics, 
Gantos revealed the tools by 
which the students, from pre- 
kindergarteners to ninth-graders, 
could become published writers. 
An avid keeper of journals since 
his early school days, Gantos now 
has more than 200 diaries crammed 
with the minutia of his life — a life 
lived in Pennsylvania, Barbados, 
Florida, and New England — from 
which he draws his ideas for books. 
He impressed upon the Pike stu- 
dents the value of keeping journals 
and showed each group an age- 
appropriate way of getting their 


journals started and staying on track 


with daily entries. 

He explained, with captivating 
examples from his own life, how 
the incidents they recorded could 
be structured to create stories with 
a beginning, middle, and end, 
comprising a problem, action, and 
a resolution, memorable charac- 
ters, and other elements necessary 
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to good writing. 

Gantos also met with Pike fac- 
ulty for lunch and took the time to 
sign books and greet students indi- 
vidually.

Andover company sells peace of mind 


For $45, HeartScreen America scans hearts for problems, as it did at Merrimack

Bert Vining will never forget 
being a student at Andover High 
School and having a classmate die 
unexpectedly. 

Just 15 years old, the seeming- 
ly healthy athlete had a heart con- 
dition, of which nobody was 
aware until it was too late, said 
Vining. Today, he said he hopes 
his new company, HeartScreen 
America, will help prevent similar 
deaths from occurring. 

On Dec. 14 and 15, Vining and 
his staff launched their mission at 
Merrimack College. All of the 
school’s winter athletes lined up 
outside the Sports Medicine Lab 
for heart health screenings. An 
Andover native, Vining once 
played on Andover High’s foot- 
ball team, later attending St. 
Michael's College in Vermont 
His for-profit company at 100 
Burtt Road has around 20 employ- 
ees. His own background is in 
business. 

“This is a great way to begin 
our mission of saving lives,” Vin- 
ing said. 

Just one year in development. 
HeartScreen America is now 
preparing to conduct similar 
screenings at high schools, col- 
leges and corporations throughout 
New England. Screenings are used 
to detect underlying heart condi- 
tions that traditional physical 
exams cannot, said Vining. 

At around $45, the services 
aren't typically covered by insur- 
ance. 

“Insurance companies don’t 
like to cover these tests until 
someone has symptoms. Unfortu- 
nately, though, the first symptom 
is often death,” Vining said. He 
added that, if given by a private 
health care provider, similar diag- 


nostic tests can run up to $800. 

“I think this is very important 
in light of recent cases of athletes 
dying on the field. It’s becoming 
more prevalent,” said Birgid Hop- 
kins, director of sports medicine 
for Merrimack College. She esti- 
mated the school’s total number of 
athletes to be between 350 and 
400 students. Head athletic trainer 
Dennis Fontaine said he hoped to 
host other screenings during the 
spring and fall seasons 

Countries such as Italy have 
been screening their athletes for 
the past 25 years, Vining said, and 
the Olympics committee is also 
leaning towards making such 
screening mandatory. 

“Many heart ailments are silent 
killers, and it’s proven that screen- 
ing hearts saves lives,” Vining 
said 


Andover resident Paul Salafia, 
who works for Advertising Man- 
agement Services and has taken 
on HeartScreen America as a 
client, said such screening proce- 
dures had been proven successful 
He said a study published earlier 
this year by the European Heart 
Journal, it was reported that about 
one in every 350 athletes has some 
sort of undetected heart condition. 

\nd these screenings save 90 
percent of those lives,” Salafia 
said. “Five-thousand seemingly 
healthy young people die each 
year from sudden cardiac arrest, 
nearly all of which can be easily 
prevented with a simple, inexpen- 
sive and non-invasive heart 
screening.” 

Last Thursday, the line of stu- 
dents snaked out the door as 
HeartScreen executive assistant 


Krissy O'Neill greeted them, clip- 
board in hand. O'Neill, also an 
Andover resident, helped organize 
the event and has worked for the 
company since last February. 

“It's great to be involved in 
this, and everything I do here 
helps contribute to something,” 
she said. 

At a nearby table, technician 
Brania Garcia of Lawrence 
Slipped on a pair of gloves in 
preparation for the tests, of which 
she expected to do at least 50 on 
each day. 

“We've had quite a turnout so 
far.” Garcia said. Trained as a 
medical assistant, she said she was 
new to the company 

As each student filled out 
paperwork, Vining himself 
explained a bit about the proce- 
dure to them. Painless electrodes 
are placed on the chest, arms and 
legs. The electrodes are then con- 
nected to a machine that reads the 
heart’s electrical activity Results 
are carefully scrutinized by a car- 
diologist. 

Asked why they came out for 
testing, most students said they 
know heart disease is a reality 
even for some young adults. Bas- 
ketball player Amy Kulp of Hing- 
ham said she could recall hearing 
of past tragic instances. She and 
others said they opted for the 
peace of mind offered by the 
screening. 

Some athletes were required to 
attend the screening, but basket- 
ball player Katie Scurrah of Hud- 
son, N.H., said everyone agreed it 
Was a wise decision. 

“It's something people our age 
don’t really think about,” said 
hockey player Jim Healey of New- 
foundland. “But you don’t want to 
fool around with your heart.”

Loring graduated from Phillips in May of 
1945, the last year of World War II, and was 
immediately drafted into the Navy. Two months 
after completing boot camp he says that he got 
off a train “and learned that an unbelievably pow- 
erful bomb had been dropped on Japan.” A year 
later, he went to Harvard under the G.I. Bill. He 
was the captain of the soccer team in 1949 and 
graduated in 1950. Along with his “Spartan 
upbringing during the Great Depression” he cred- 
its the quality of the Andover school system and 
the luck of being born in 1927 as being responsi- 
ble for his going to Harvard. 

Loring’s oldest brother was Abbo, who has 
passed away. Abbo was a well-known carpenter 
who built many homes in Andover. Abbo’s son 
Jim Batchelder is well-known in his own right. 
Loring says proudly that Jim is often referred to as 
in “Andover historian” in the Zownsman. (Jim’s 
sister Faith was in my class in high school and 
was a good friend. She now lives in Florida.) Lor- 
ing also has a niece, Wanda Batchelder, who lives 
in Andover and works for the police department.
